As proving that some of our suc­ 
cessful men were moved by ambition 
ra th e r than love of money, we note 
tho fact that, 
having 
accum ulated 
vast fortunes, some 
are 
directing 
their energies in expending the mon­ 
ey in the endowment of colleges, the 
building of libraries, the financing of 
political 
and 
medical 
investigations 
for public weal. 
Whether their judg­ 
ment and ours agree as respects the 
wisdom of their benefactions is a n ­ 
other matter. 
They have a right to 
exercise their own judgm ents in the 
use of money which cam e to them 
through the exercise of th e ir own 
t rains and ambitions. 
W e can surely agree th a t a beauti­ 
ful library building becomes an in­ 
centive for the erection of other beau­ 
tiful buildings, even though co m p ara­ 
tively few* of the public m ake use of 
the hooks therein and 
prefer 
the 
trashy kind. 
Perhaps some good may 
also result from the endowm ent of 
great colleges, even though they are 
doing m ore than anything else to un­ 
derm ine faith in the personal God of 
the Bible, and thus 
hastening 
the 
great day of anarchy by destroying 
faith and hope in Messiah s promised 
kingdom, which are an offset to the 
trials and difficulties of the present 
life.

wo could use the money, let us check i 
the thought, rem em bering th a t God 
has not entrusted it to us. and that/ 
all oui time and thought may be more

Lesson of Our Text. 
n ^ should rem em ber th a t our text, 
and Indeed tin* entire Bible, is ad­ 
dressed to the Church of Christ— to 
those who have left th e world, who 
have given their all to the Lord, ac­ 
ceptable through Christ, and who are 
intent upon knowing aud doing God's 
will. 
The world is left by the Lord 
to try out its own ambitions, to real­ 
ize eventually that these result in dis­ 
appointment. 
It ig when wre experi­ 
ence the disappointment, of our own 
plans and ambitions th a t we are truly 
prepared to look to the Lord. 
In our text the Apostle does not 
specify Satan in contrast with Jesu s; 
yet we may read between the lines 
that

course pursued by Lucifer, who be­ 
cam e Satan, and the Logos, who be- 
j cam e Christ. 
The Scriptural record 
is th a t Lucifer was one of the highest 
and 
most 
glorious 
spirit 
beings—a 
cherub. 
But a sinful ambition took 
possession of him. 
Instead of the 
righteous ambition to serve and hon­ 
or his Creator, lie thought that if he 
had an em pire of his own he could 
improve upon the Divine order of 
things.— Isaiah 14:12-15. 
This ambition ultimately led Luci­ 
fer to carry out the program in con­ 
nection with mankind. 
Thenceforth 
h e was known as Satan, God’s ad v er­ 
sary, “ the prince of this world, which 
now w orketh in the hearts of the 
children of disobedience.”

a l l ; ’’ “ I delight to do T hy will. O My 
God.”— John 
14:28; 
1 0 : 2 9 ; 
Psalm 


40:8. 
As in due time Satan found oppor­ 
tunity for m anifesting his ambition. 
so in due time the Logos found op­ 
portunity for m anifesting His humil­ 
ity and loving obedience. 
M an’s fall 
bi ought the opportunity—the need of 
a Redeemer. 
As it was man who was 
condemned to death, so tile redem p­ 
tion of Adam and his race must be 
accomplished by the death of a man. 
T he death of bulls and goats could be 
only typical. 
N either would an angel 
be a corresponding price. 
Hence the 
Divine proposal to the Logos—that if 
He would become a man, taking the 
sinner's nature, but not participating 
in the sin n er’s w eakness or sin, He 
might thus be the Redeemer of men 
and accomplish the Divine will.

Judge Ellison

forming a judicial act, and its deci- 
j sions are not subject to a mandamus 
suit. 
The decision is final and ab­ 
solute. 
The facts in the case are similar to 
I t-iose in the mandamus suits brought j 
by three saloon keepers to force the j

grant licenses for saloons near the

J he licenses were refused because
